LAST FIFTEEN DAYS. 

Stanley Smith of Smith Brothers, 
agents for Peerless, Premier and 
Ohio electric cars in Southern Cali- 
fornia, brought home some interest- 
ing war news from the Peerless fac- 
tory at Cleveland. While at the fac-

The average life of a five-ton 

truck, thousands of which are in use 


on the 300-miles battle line, is only | 


fifteen days. That means that ev- 
ery month the war lasts probably 
twenty thousand trucks must be sup- 
plied the different armies.

short life of the truck. Most of 
them have replaced horses in bring- 
ing up big guns and ammunition 
wagons to the firing line. Very

Thus it will be seen that the mo- 
tor truck, while playing a more 
prominent part in the war than any 
other type of vehicle, including the 
aeroplane, is subjected to harder 
usage than all the others, and it is

different armies are depleting the 
American market of trucks of all 
sizes. 

The last order of trucks which left 
the Peerless factory included many 
which had been called in from dis- 
tributing points at the market price, 
as well as the entire output of the 
factory’s truck department. 


Pleasure Cars Protected 


Pleasure cars are not being sub- 
jected to such hard treatment as the 
trucks. Those which go to the front 
are armored and _ protected. The 
majority are used for orderlies and 
couriers and the officers of the gen- 
eral staff. Line officers, who are on 
the firing line at all times, still use 
horses or march with the men. 

In the French trenches there are 
many amusing scenes.

Murray's berries is a cross between | 
the tame and wild strawberry, mak- | 
ing it as large as the commercial | 
product, but as dainty and sweet as 
the cherished wild mountain berry. 

Murray's ranch is twenty-two mil 
es from Placerville on the Grizzly | 
Flat road and at an_ elevation of 
2000 feet higher than Placerville. He 
raised 140 crates of fine berries this 
season and next year will plant sul 
ficient vines to increase this yield 
to 1800 crates He has no trou- 
ble in selling his berries at the} 
ranch for $1.50 a crate, and the 
more fancy berries are known to 
have brought $5 a crate, Murray 
caters especially to the large hostel- 
ries of San Francisco and = Sacra- 
mento, and says the demand from 
other sources ‘tar exceeds his sup- 
ply His larger berries are as big 
as apples and as solid, and six and 
seven of them will fill a quart

|; FISHING THROUGH LAKE ERIES

Few and far between are the win-
